shore defences to harass 
reserve concentrations of 
troops and transport.

“From the beginning we have 
felt we are fighting for others 
as well as for ourseives, al- 
though for more than two years 
we fought a rather lonely fight. 

“The world belatedly realises 
now what we asserted a decade 
ago about Japan's programme of 
aggression.” 

Mr. Quo did not deny friction 
between the Government and the 
Communists though he said it was 
greatly exaggerated by Japanese 
propaganda. 


Internal Unity 


Moreover, he was confident the 
Communists, realising the supreme 
necessity of internal unity, would 
continue to afford the Govern- 
ment cooperation and support such 
as they pledged themselves to du 
when the war began.

Not only were the  aeio- 
dromes of northern France  un- 
serviceable due to snow, flood 
and fog, but the actual fiying 
weather made systematic action 
impracticable. 


Severe Gales And Snow 


The importance of the weather 
must be considered in all its 
bearings. The mere fact that it 
is a fine day or clear night In 
one particular place does not 
guarantee good operational wea- 
ther elsewhere. Britain and 


So much for the* winter 
months, tn making their epring 
and summer plans, it must be 
known that the German com- 
manderg have above all to 
consider the failure of the day 
bomber.

German Lesson 
At Dunkirk 


At Dunkirk the Germans learn- 
ed what the position would be 
when they opposed a Aghter force 
of sufficient size with geod 
equipment. They suffered heavy 
losses at Dunkirk, and in the fol- 
lowing period Britain was able 
to repair and replace wastuge, so 
that when the Battle over Bri- 
tain startea the fighter foree was 
in pood shape. The Germans 
came up against a force of ex- 
cellent quality on familiar terri- 
tory with all the facilities essen- 
tial to ats operation, 


From this It seems clear that 
the day of day bombers has 
gone, at any rate when it is 
usted as an independent wea- 
pon of attack, It may still 
have its uses in fand-fighting at 
short range when protected by 
fighters. 


It must return to the part to 
which the Germans originally al- 
located it, that. is, for coopera- 
tion with a land army. The in- 


creasing efficiency of the offensive 
and defensive measures against 
night bombers, and the extinction 
of day bombers as an important 
threat to British cities mark two 
noteworthy developments in air 
strategy and demonstrate that the 
Luftwaffe loses much of its po- 
wer and prestige once it meets 
with real opposition.

MEETING IN 
LONDON 


2,000 Delegates 


About 2,000 delegates 
from all parts of the coun- 
try attended what was 
described as the People’s 
Convention in a big Lon- 
don hotel. The object 
was to initiate a campaign 
for a People’s Govern- 
ment. 


The delegates were of all types. 
Well-dressed intellectuals mingled 
with young men in flannels, 
coloured sports coats, picturesque 
corduroys, glo jerseys and 
mufflers, Indians were numerous, 
Young women were everywhere, 
mostly hatless, 


The conference hall had — its 
wally plastered with slogans such 
as! “Soviet Union: the comrade- 
ship of the mighty.” 


All through the day there was 
an almost unending spate of 
speech-making, and all along 
the same lines. More than one 
speaker was introduced as 
“Comrade Sam" or “Bill” this 
or that. 

Mr. DLN, Pritt, K.C., M.P., was 
the “star” speaker at the conven- 
tion. He complained that the 
Government was moving steadily 
towards a general compulsory 
system of a Fascist pattern, The 
working people must defeat the 
attack on their rights, 

But the greatest single point, he 
said, was the achievement of 
peace. Their policy was to offer 
to the peoples of the enemy a 
peace of no annexation, repara~ 
tions or indemnities, with liberty 
to all peoples to determine their 
own destiny.

Empress Coins 


Hardly less important than the 
supplies of arms going in are those 
of the great silver dollars bearing 
the head of the Empregs Maria 
Theresa of Austria and the date 
1780, which have been Abyssinian 
currency since the end of the 13th 
century. 

When the Italians occupied 
Abyssinia they so debused = the 
dollars that they now contain 
practically no silver. The Abys- 
sinians, who often melt down the 
coins to make ornaments, soon 
discovered that the Italian variety 
were good for nothing, The 
honest silver of the British mint- 
ed dollars now pouring in is cer- 
tain to have a powerful effact. 


| also watched to-day £m- 
peror Halle Sclassie holding a 
formal review of one of the 
units of the future regular 
Abyssinian army, whose founda- 
tions are being rapidly laid 
here.

THE ENORMITY of the burden placed on 
the occupied countries by Germany was dis- 
closed by the Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, Mr. R. A. Butler, replying to a ques-

Total annual amount of German depreda- 
tion is estimated at £1,150,000,000, apart 
from indirect losses to occupied territories 
and burdens on countries for which no estim- 


ates are available. 

The cash burden, said Mr. But- 
ler, was about £ 1,050,000.000 and 
additional to this were obligations 
in kind, 

Norway had to pay an annual 
suin of £68,000,000, equal to about 
£25 per head of the population, 

Comparative figures for Den- 
mark were a total of £26,000,- 

000 and £8 per head, for Bel- 

gium a total of £75,000,000 and 

£8 per head, Holland a total of 
£54,000,000 and £6 per head. 
and France a total of £827,000,- 

000 and £20 per head. 


In addition, Mr, Butler continu- 
ed, Germany received amounts 
from Poland, Czechoslovakia, Ru- 
mania and Bulgaria, but no estim- 
ates were available. 

Norway's burden was the heav- 
iest. amounting to over one-third 
of her pre-war national income. 


Interesting Reminder 


Mr. Butler recalled that the 
maximum annual demand = from 
Germany ever contemplated un- 
der the Young Plan was £125,- 
000,000, or less than one-third of 
the present French payment. 

A further burden, Mr, Butler 
sald, comprises exports from 
occupied countries to Germany. 
They aro obliged to send more 
goods to Germany than they re- 
celve In return, and the surplus 
is pald for in “blocked marks” 
from which no benefit is deriv - 
ed nor Is likely to be derived 
in future, : 


Even though the occupied ter- 


ritories have already been denud- ; 


ed of most of the readily export- 
able surpluses, Mr. Butler added, 
the total annual loss to the West- 
ern occupied territories may still 
be estimated at about £ 100,000,-

HEAVY RAIDS ON 
GERMANY'S 
NAVAL BASES 


NOW THAT THE Battle of the Atlantic has 
begun, Kiel and Wilhelmshaven, the two main naval 
bases in Germany, are more than ever vital to the 
enemy’s war efforts, and both were heavily attacked 
by aircraft of the R.A.F. Bomber Command on 
Tuesday night, says the Air Ministry news service. 


The weather was most unfavourable, 


with 


much cloud and haze, but by skilful navigation and 
persistence in the face of a fierce barrage at both 
towns, the British aircraft were able to drop a great 
load of high explosives and incendiary bombs on 
docks, shipbuilding yards and industrial centres of 


these ports. 


Raid on Kiel began soon after 
9 o'clock and lasted well into the 
early hours of the morning. In- 
cendiaries, aimed at times when 
the clouds parted, caused a num- 
ber of fires and these made a -mark 
for aircraft _ which followed in 
quick succession. :

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WHEN THE WAR 
IS OVER 


A nation engaged in 
desperate war is natural- 
ly reluctant to speak of 
any aim beyond that of 
victory. Mr. Winston 
Churchill has — several 
times rejected the invita- 
tions of différent members 
of the House of Commons 
for a statement of peace 
aims. For the British 
Government to try at this 
time to outline specifical- 
ly the shape of things to 
come would be an imprac- 
tical diversion from the 
matter in hand. 


Individuals, however, 
can see straws in the wind 
which fill them with ex- 
alted hope. It is of strik- 
ing interest when a neu- 
tral commentator offers 
comparison between the 
New Order offered by Hit- 
ler and that which will 
arise from a British vic- 
tory. Meantime, the unity 
of purpose which is knit- 
ting the English-speaking 
lands ever more closely 
together, becoming up- 
parent in pruportion as 
the struggle grows in in- 
tensity, betokens a secure 
future when victory is 
pained. Another — hint 
of the greater civilisation 
to come is the almost in- 
credible fortitude shown 
by the “bombed English 
hero - in - the - street. It 
proves as’ nothing else 
ceuld that although brick 
and steel may crumble, 
free minds have greater 
strength than these. 

There is at the same 
time increased turning to 
religion and firm support 
for the basis of the Rev. 
J. E. Wittenbach’s argu- 
ment that spiritual light 
is a necessary prelimin- 
ary armament against 
the new paganism. 

According to accounts 
from England, the maj- 
ority of the British people 
have already risen high 
enough in mental altitude 
to have no desire for re- 
venge aiter the war. 
When hostilities cease, it 
is fairly to be expected 
that this enlightened out- 
look will help bring about 
a settlement based on 
sincere striving towards 
justice and _ self-govern- 
ment for all.

Belgium, Estonia, Panama, Fin- 
land, Portugal und Spain, Even 
the merchant navy: of Japan hae 
suffered some loss, while the Ger- 
many and Italiang have scuttled 
nearly one hundred of their pwn 
vessels of 460,000 tons in order 
that they might not be captured. 


There is a shortage of shipping. 
Little tonnage is being built on 
the Continent of Europe, the 
cockpit of the war, So the im- 
mediate task of making good the 
loss of shipping falls to the ship- 
builders of the British Isles, the 
United States and Japan. In the 
last year of peace, the shipyards 
of the. United States had an out- 
put of only 163,000 tons, while 
those of Japan were responsible 
for 442,000 -tons, a total of about 
600,000 tons, The Japanese ship- 
builders may maintain their 
peacetime rate of building though 
they are suffering from a lack of 
material, and the Americans will 
certainly greatly increase theirs. 
It may be estimated that these 
two countries will put into the 
water in the coming year not more 
thin one million tons, towards 
the replacement of the four mill- 
ion tons to which [ have referred, 


The building of merchant’ ships 
is of the first’ military purpose to 
the British people since they live 
in an island and are more depen- 
dent on overseas supplies than 
any other people. British ship- 
yurds were never so busy as to- 
day. The craftsmen are going to 
it with a will, There has been’ 
no talk of strikes. Work goes on 
smoothly and swiftly, though the 
“black-out” creates lighting dif- 
ficulties, and there are air raids. 


Every shipbuilding  establish- 
ment is necessarily on the coast 
with one side open to the sea. 
It can therefore be subjected to 
surprise attack not only by men- 
of-war but by bombs from the 
air, The shipbuilders jin the 
British Isles are now in the front 
line of the war, At any moment, 
in the absence of vigilant de- 
fence, aeroplanes may swoop in 
from the sea and bomb or ma- 
chine-gun the workers and then 
disappear. 


These shipbuilders are reinforc- 
ing the British Pleet and are re- 
placing the merchant tonnage 
which has been sunk by U-boat, 
mine and aeroplane. Their task 
is one of unparalleled proportions. 

In the unhappy conditions which 
now prevail the main burden of 
maintaining this international 
transport industry rests on the 
craftsmen of the shipyards. of the 
British Isles. Though the ships 
they send to sea will fly the Bri- 
tish flag, they will be used. for 
the carriage of the goods of. al} 
the world. If they failed, not only 
would the trade of the British peo- 
in volume, but 
other peoples would not ‘be able 
to reach the best market in which 
to sell their produce. So. these 
British ship-builders’ are engaged 
in very necessary ° tasks in. the 
ultimate interest of everyone 


.every where. 


It would be a “world disaster if 
the shipping which is now being 
sunk were not replaced in the 
shortest possible time. ‘Cargoes 
all over the. world could not be 
carried to those who want them 
and, therefore, the producers of 
the goods would be without the 
means of living. .

|PEACE . 
MEETING. IN: 
LONDON 


2,000 Delegates 


About 2,000 delegates 
from all parts of the coun- 
try attended what .was 
described as the People’s 
Convention in a big Lon- 
don hotel. The object. 
was to initiate a campaign 
for a People’s Govern- 
ment. 


The delegates were of all types. 
Well-dressed intellectuals mingled 
with young men in flannels, 
coloured sports coats, picturesque 
corduroys, polo — jerseys and 
muMlers. Indians were numcrous, 
Young women were everywhere, 
mostly hatless. 


The conference hall had its 
walls plastered with slogans such 
as: ‘Soviet Union: the comrade- 
ship of the mighty.” 

All through the day there was 
an almost unending spate of 
apeech-making, and ail along 
the same lines, More than one 
speaker was introduced as 
“Comrade Sam” or “Bill” this 
or that, 

Mr. D, N. Pritt, K.C., M-P., was 
the “star” speaker at the conven- 
tion. He complained that the 
Government was moving steadily 
towards a general compulsory 
system of a Fascist pattern, The 
working people must defeat the 
attack on their rights. 

But the greatest single point, he 
raid, was the achievement of 
peace. Their policy was to offer 
to the peoples of the enemy a 
peace of no annexation, repara- 
tions or indemnities, with liberty 
to all peoples to determine their 
own destiny.

Wallace Deuel, the Ber- 
lin correspondent of the 
“Chicago Daily News,” 
who has returned to the 
United States, has a spe- 
cial reason for thinking 
that Berliners are being 
particularly affected by 
the R.A.F. bombing raids. 


In addition to all other reasons 
for being disturbed, if no worse, 
by the raids, Berliners, he writes, 
had this further reason: they had 
been officially assured for months 
that it would be impossible for a 
single enemy ‘plane to get to 

_ Berlin even when the French Air 
Force was still intact and even 
when the Allies could start their 
raids from) the Franco-German 
frontier, 

When the RAF, alone began 
te bomb Berlin, therefore, and to 
dy at all the way from England, 
the disusionment of the Berlin- 
moowas great. ‘They perceived 
they had been hed te about the 
potability of bern bombed, and 
were considerably shaken by thin 
aan, 


Other Lies 


But they also perceived that if 


they had been lied to ibout tois | 


question it was also bigh!y pro- 
bable they had been lied to about 
other questions almost) of equal 
importance, and they were ever 
tnare shaken by this, 

The rest of the Reich, too, has 
been shaken by the British bomb- 
jing raids, not shaken to a degree 
which endangers the people's 
vbihty or willingness to go on 
fighting the war, but sufficiently 
for them to have serious mis- 
givings and, above atl, to look 
forward with dread to the time 
when the British will be able to 
bomb the Reich in much greater 
force, 

‘Fhe amount of damage done 
to material objectives in the 
Reich is the most closely guard- 
ed of milltary gecrets. No more 
than a dozen men In the Air 
Ministry In Berlin know the 
full extent of it. 


Serious Damage 


But this much at least is de- 
finitely true. -the British have 
bombed scores of military objec- 
tives in various parts of the Reich 
and the occupied territories, and 
in some cases this damage is seri- 
gus, though in no case comparable 
to the damage the Nazis have 
done to Britain, 

Considerably more important 
than the material damage caused 
by the raids, however, is the ef-

Ald: Charles Key, M.P., 
the new London Regional 
Commissioner for Shelt- 
ers, has found the woman 
he was looking for to fill 
the role of “Mother Lon- 
don.” 

She is Mrs, Creswick Atkinson, 
and she has already started work 
as technical adviser to the Min- 
istry of Health on social welfare 
in large shelters. 

With a corps of voluntary work- 
ers she wil} look after the thou- 
sands of mothers and children who 
frequent these shelters and help 
them to solve their problems. 

Mrs, Atkinson was chosen out 
of more than 200 applicants, one 
of whom wrote from the Hote] 
Europa, Lisbon. She was releas- 
ed to do this new job by the 
Women's Voluntary Services, to 
which she had been technical ud- 
viser since 1938. 

She is young-middle-aged — 
“somewhere in the middle forties,” 
was Ald. Key's guess. Her hus- 
‘band is Stoke Newington's chief 
A.R.P. warden. As the only wo- 
man member of Lord  Horder's 
Shelters Health Committee, Mrs. 
Atkinson has already a wide ex 
perience of London's deep shelt- 
ery, 

Here is what Ald. Key had to 
say about his “Mother London": 

“TE hope London mothers — and 
-children will find in Mrs. Atkin- 
son and her colleagues kind 
‘triends and wise advisers. 

“She will also advise local auth- 
orities on the organisation of wel- 
fare work in large shelters ard 
work out a central organisation 
which will cover the whole of the 
London regional area.” 

As a sideline Mrs, Atkinson will 
try to persuade mothers to evacu- 
ate their children and send them 
to school. There are stil] more 
than 80,000 children of school age 
in London, and 60 per cent. of 
them do not attend school.

A nation engaged in 
desperate war is natural- 
ly reluctant to speak of 
any aim beyond that of 
victory. Mr. Winston 
Churchill has — several 
times rejected the invita- 
tions of different members 
of the House of Commons 
for a statement of peace 
aims. For the British 
Government to try at this 
time to outline specifical- 
ly the shape ol things to 
come would be an imprac- 
tical diversion from the! 
matter in hand. 

Individuals, however, 
can see straws in the wind 
which fill them with ex- 
alted hope. It is of strik- 
ing interest when a neu- 
tral commentator offers 
comparison between the 
New Order offered by Hit- 
ler and that which will 
arise from a British vic- 
tory. Meantime, the unity 
of purpose which is knit- 
ting the English-speaking 
lands ever more closely 
together, becoming ap- 
parent in proportion as|. 
the struggle grov.s in in- 
tensity, betokens a secure 
future when victory is 
gained. | Another hint 
of the greater civilisation 
to come is the almost in- 
credible fortitude shown 
by the bombed English 
hero - in - the - street. It 
proves as nothing else 
could that although brick 
and steel may crumble, 
free minds have greater 
Strength than these. 

There is at the same 
time increased turning to 
religion and firm support 
for the basis of the Rev. 
J. E. Wittenbach’s argu- 
ment that spiritual light 
is a necessary prelimin- 
ary armament against 
the new paganism. 

According to accounts 
from England, the maj- 
ority of the British people 
have already risen high 
enough in mental altitude 
to have no desire for re- 
venge aiter the war. 
When hostilities cease, it
